Claims 1-5 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kobayashi et al. 

With respect to claim 1, Kobayashi teaches an image processing apparatus comprising: 
rendering means for rendering data in a fist color space (RGB) and data in a second color space 
(CMYK), see input color conversion unit 1,; and a plurality of image forming means (ink 
reservoirs CMYK from printer 27).

With respect to claim 3, see the output of the conversion unit 1, provided in figure 1 . 

With respect to claim 4, Kobayashi teaches conversion means 1 for converting the data in to 
the first color space (RGB) into data in the second color space (CMYK) and wherein said image 
forming means (printer 27) forms an image based on one of data rendered in the second color 
space by said rendering means and data converted by said conversion means. See units 24-26 of 
figure 5 or element 6 of figure 1 . 

With respect to claim 5, see figures 4B -4D. 

With respect to claim 8, Kobayashi teaches rendering a plurality of color data of a first color 
space (RGB) into a second color space (CMYK) according to figure 1 . 



With respect to claim 9, see col. 9, lines 52-63.

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With respect to claim 10, Kobayashi teaches the rendering step (rendered by the input portion 
of unit 1), the second color space (rendered by the output portion of unit 1); and the image 
forming step via printer 27. See also figure 27.

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second color space (Lab); and a code of the step of forming images of the rendered image data in 
units of color (via printer 41 see figure 10).
